Trade With Great Britain. 


The October statement of “Trade and 
Navigation of the United Kingdom” 
shows in a striking manner the effect 


upon British trade of the lessened pur- 
chase by the United States of imported 
merchandise and our increased sales to 
foreign consumers under the beneficent 
operations of the American policy. In 
spite of our small purchases from 
Great Britain our sales to that country 
continue to grow larger, In nearly all 
of the great class of goods for which 
our producers are seeking a market 
abroad, the October importations into 
the United Kingdom from the United 
States were in excess of those of pre- 
ceding years, while the export of man- 
ufactures from the United Kingdom to 
the United States were.in most cases 
smaller than those in earlier years, 
Imports of bacon from the United 
States in October 1898, were 471,840. 
pounds sterling in value, against 63,- 
984 in October, 1897; those.of hams, 303,- 
635-_ pounds _ sterling in October, 1898, 
against 197,588 in October of last year; 
} of butter, 34,097 pounds sterling in Oc- 
4 tober, 1898, against 30,728 in October, 
i 1897; lard, 206,137 pourids sterling in Oc- 
tober 1898, against 166,756 in October of 
laet year; flour, 640,164 pounds sterling 
4 in October, 1898 against 621,592 in Octo- 
i ber, 1897; oats, 178,827 in October, 1898, 
/ against 123,742 pounds sterling in Octo-

On the other hand, the exports from 
Great Britain to the United States are 
in nearly all cases smaller than in Oc- 
tober, 1896, and in many cases smaller 
than in October, 1897, despite the fact 
that they were abnormally small in 
that month because of the excessive 
importations in the months just preced- 
ing the enactment of the revenue law in 
July of that year, Exports of wool to 
the United States in October, 1898, were 
valued at 13,611 pounds sterling against 
25,448 in October, 1897; those of cotton 
piece goods were 3,293.200 yards, against 
8.341.700 yards in October, 1897,-and 
3,447,200 yards in . October, 1896; 
wollen tissues showed an increase over 
October of last year, but a verv great 
fall comparedwith. October, 1896, the 
totals for October, 1898,-- being. 74.900: 
yards, against 29.200 in October, 1897, 
and 467.000 4n- October, 1898. ‘The exports 
of worsted tissues were 692.600 yards in 
October, 1898. against 489.200 in Nertober, 
1897. and 1.355.400 in October. 1896. 

Of tin plates the exports to the 
Tinited States in October, 1898, were 
40,048 pounds sterling, against 63.130 
in October, 1897, and 118.784 in October.

1897, to 11,654.500 In Octoher, 1898. of 
linen yarn the October, 1898. exports to 
the United States were 105.600 pounds, 
against 82.800 poun’s in October, 1897, 
and 58.800 in October, 1896. The exports 
of “slik, thrown: tWist-and-yarn,”-also 
used in manufacturing, amounted in 
October of the present, vear to 112.247 
pounds, against 55.058 in October of last 
vear, and 40, 639 ponds In October. 1896. 
Pig iron exnorts to the Tinited States 
in October of this vear were 1,205 tons. 
-against 1.1883 in October, 1897, and 987 
tons In October of 1896. ¢ 

Machinery for use in textile manu- 
facturing exported to the Tinited States 
in October of the present year was val- 
ued at 25.339 pounds in sterling 
against 21.710 in October of last year. 

Nxports of 
cement to the United States in October, 
tober, 1898, Exports 1898, amonted to 
8,031 tons, against 4,072 in October of 
last year, and 6,626 in October, 1896. 
In two esential particulars, however, 
the exports of articles for use in man- 
ufacturing showed a marked decrease.

‘. All About Oysters. 


Persons who eat oysters frequently 
have doubteless observed that now and 
then oysters set before them are more 
or less green in color. There is a com- 
mon prejudice against a green oyster. 
Some persons attribute the coloring to 
disease and others to parasites or to the 
presence of. copper. Scientific investi- 
gation has demonstrated that this 
“greening” of oysters is in reality due 
to the fact that the oysters have fed.on 
green plants of simple structure, which 
are sometimes found in abundance in 
brackish or salt water: C. F. Lang- 
worthy of the office of experiment sta- 
tions of the United States department’ 
of agriculture, in 4 bulletin on ‘Fish as 
Food,” says that in the opinion of those 
who have investigated the matter care- 
fully, the green color in oysters is 
harmless. In Europe green oysters are 
more -highly prized than others. The 
green color may be removed by placing 
the oysters for a time In water where 
the green plants are not abundant. 

It ig a common practise of oyster 
dealers, instead of selling the oysters in 
the condition in which they are taken 
from the beds in salt water, to place 
them for a period of about 48 hours in 
fresh water, in order to fatten them. 
The oystermen call this operation 
“fattening” or. “laying out.” The pro- 
cess gives the oyster plumpness or ro- 
tundity, its bulk and weight being so 
increased as ‘to materially enhance its 
selling value. The belief {s common 
among oystermen that this ‘‘fattening’’ 
is due to actual gain-of flesh and fat, 
and that he nutritive value of the oys- 
ter is increased by the process. Oys- 
ters lose much of their salty flavor in 
“floating” however, and it is an estab- 
lished fact that if the ‘‘fattened” oys- 
ters are left too long on the flats they 
become lean again. Careful experi- 
ments have shown that oysters taken 
out of their natural beds in salt water 
and placed tn fresh water actually gain 
in weight. This is due largely to the 
fact thatt that they lose mineral 
weight and gain a considerable amount 
of water. But there is an accompany- 
ing -toss of nutrients. When in their 
natural conditién’ oysters contain from 
one-eigth to one-fifth more nutritive 
material than when fattened. 

It is interesting to note that-the gov- 
ernment’s expernments, conducted at 
the New Jersey stations, thus far have 
shown that oysters freshened by “float- 
ing” wil not remain alive as long as 
those taken directly from salt water. 
Freshening really reduces the life peri- 
od.of.an oyster one-half. In the opin- 
ion_of..mamy consumers, the improve- 
ment in appearance and flavor of an 
oyster due to the dilution of salts more 
than compensates for the loss tn nutri- 
tive value. Professor Langworthy re- 
marks: “Often flavor has a value 
which cannot be estimated in dollars 
and cents. } 
Oysters come nearer to milk than at- 
most any other common food material, 
as regards both the amounts and the 
relative proportions of nutrients, Gen- 
erally speaking a quart of oysters con- 
tains on an average about the same 
quantity of actual nutritive substances 
as a quart of milk, or three-fourths of 
a pound of beef, two pounds of fresh 
codfish, or one pound of bread. The 
tains considerable. protein, the sub- 
stance whose principal function is to 
make or repair blood, muscle, tendon, 
bone, brain and other nitrogenous mat- 
ter. Apparently as the oyster grows 
older, at least up to a certain time, not 
only do the proportions of flesh and 
liquids increase more rapidly than the 
shells, but the proportion of nutrients 
in the edible part increases also.’ For 
illustration, 100 pounds pounds of young 
oysters in the shell appear to contain 
less of flesh and of liquids than 100 
pounds of older ones, and when both 
have been shucked, @ pound of meat 
from the shells of the older oysters 
would contain more nutriment than a 
pound from the younger. 

Investigation has shown that, consid- 
ering the edible portion of the oyster 
after it has been removed from the 
shell, the differences in different speci- 
mens are -much--greater.-than.is.com- 
monly supposed. 5 


either the flesh or liquor of different 
specimens, or the whole edible portion 
of the meats and liquor together. The 
percentage of water in the edible por- 
tion of different specimens of oysters 
which were analyzed for the United 
States fish commission varied from 
about 83 to 91 per cent., and averaged 
87 per cent. In other wor’s, the nutri- 
tive material in a quart of “solid” oys- 
ters varied from 2 3-4 to 5 1-3 ounces. 
The man who buys oysters In the shell 
pays for an enormous percentage of 
wnste material. The average of 34 
specimens of oysters in the shell, 
instance, showed only 2 3-10 per cent. 
of actual nutrients. Clams and mus- 
sles yield a somewhat higher percent- 
age.

Tobacco Under Cover. 

Tobacco is being raised under cover 
at Tampa, Fla., and the Baltimore Sun 
says the experiment isa success. An 
acre or more of ground in a patch is 
covered with a framework and cheese- 
cloth. They have a ‘number of these 
patches, amounting to nine acres, under 
cultivation. The covering stands ten 
feet above the ground. The cloth also 
runs around the patches. It affords pro- 
tection from heavy rains and from 
Winds that would injure the plants. As 
it is, beautiful leaves for wrappers are 
raised. As filler the tobacco is also good, 
but<it is particularly fine when used 
for wrappers. The advantage of raising 
the plants,under cover is found in the 
excellent cbloring they take on. There 
is a demand .for light wrappers, and 
Yais shade js taken on by the plants.

Huge Stones Moved by an Inclined 
Causeway. 

One of the problema that bave inter- |: 
ested archeologists, engineers and ar- 
chitects for many. years has been to as- 
certain the means employed by the an- 
cients in carrying on building or engi- 
neering works where masses of material 
had to be moved considerable distances. 
Com paratively little is forthooming to 
explain a tiumber of these operations, 
so that any. new theory or facta sug- 

ing a theory are likely to occasion 
considerable interest. One of the most 
‘recent hypotheses in this connection is 
presented by a writer in Construction 
Moderne, and describes a way in which |. 
the Egyptian obelisks were possibly 
erected, As some of these are over 100 
feet in height and cut from a single 
piece of stone, weighing often as much 
as 1,000 tone, it will be seen that to set 
them in position is quite a matter, even 
for modern engineering skill. In the 
plan proposed it is assumed that an in- e 
clined causeway of sand or other ma- 
terial was constructed, with its height 
equal to that of the. obelisk to be 
erected. 

At the end was built astrong wooden 
cribwork, and the space beyond. where 
the foundation was located wag filled 
in with sand. From the top of this road- . 
way an inclined shoot of strong con- | . 
struction led tothe base. Using wooden 
rollers, the huge stone would be drawn wf F . 
up the incline, and by means of a tackle . 
tilted in such a way as to fall into the 
sand, being guided by the shoot so that 

lower end would reach the base or 
foundation on which it was destined to 
rest. By bauling on the tackle fastened 
to the top of tbe obelisk and digging 
away the sand beneath and at the sides 
the shaft would eventually be set in po- 
sition. te

(Copyright, 1899, 


AWSON is the hub 

of the gold country. 

The Klondike flows 

into the. Yukon at 

Dawson, the Bonanza 

flows into the Klon- 
dike a mile above its mouth, and El 
Dorado flows into Bonanza 16 miles 
from Dawson. Hunker creek runs into 
the Klondiké several miles above Bo- 
nanza, Dominion creek discharges into 
the Yukon, some 70 miles above Daw- 
gon, At various distances of from 40 to 
100 miles from Dawson are Indian, Sul- 
pbur and other golden streams. Dawson 
thus becomes the pulsing heart of the 
richest gold distriot of the earth, 

Up to the season just past every 
pound of the food and supplies used by 
the gold diggers had to be carried on 
their backs over trails hard and rough 
asthe road to heaven, Until I went to 
Dawson I never saw a harness made for 
mau, It is an arrangement of breast 
and shoulder straps with a wooden 
frame and canvas for the back. Upon 
this frame and canvas is built a super- 
strocture of a varied assortment of 
woolen hose, bacon, flour, ocoffeepot, 
frying pan and blankets. From the top 
stick out the miner’s pan, pick and 
shovel. In bis bip pocket is his gun, a 
heavy knife is at his waist, where he 
can get at it in aborry. Ina belt inside 
ot his sweater are his bag of gold dust 
and his best girl’s letters. In addition 
his left band holds a bundle of miscel- 
Janeous small goods tied in a cotton 
handkerchief. In the right hand isa 
strong stick he uses to claw himself out 
of a bog irto which he sinks knee deep 
orto balance himself when, every few 
minutes, he must cross upon a slippery 
pole some dizzy, swift running stream, 
Ihave tried crossing such streams with- 
out any load, and the first time I fell in.

In exceptional 
cases 50 miles aday have been made, 
aud now and then @ very strong man 
carries 100 pounds a considerable dis- 
tance. 

The returned Klondiker seems to his 
friends to bave grown ten years older 
than be was when he left them two sea- 
sins ago.- They would not wonder if 
they knew. The awful burden bearing 
stiffens the muscles and sobers down the 
merriest soul that ever laughed and 
dnced through life. The sense of bhu- 
nor remains to big, but it becomes dry 
aud grim. 

Strong, ambitious young men in the 
early twenties go into the Klondike 
teady to kill themselves for gold. They 
carry packs larger than the regulation 
loads and break themselves down. The 
seasoned Klondike miner stoops forward 
atan angle from bis hips,vot from his 
shoulders.

When first I beard thison the Yukon, 
I thought it must mean come kind ot 
food the master mentioned to tha dogs 
to encourage them in their work. Not 
so, Whenua dog driver cries ‘‘Mush!” 
to his beasties, he means the same a 
man does when. he says, ‘‘Get up!"’ to 
a horse. ‘Mush on” is considerably 


‘ more emphatic and means that the dog 


miukt hump himeelf or he will ‘catch it. 

This word of command is so common 
that they use it to horses in Dawson. I¢ 
was borrowed from the Indians, who 
were the original dog drivers of the 
Yukon. Strangely enough, the natives 
themselves borrowed it fromthe white: 
man. It isa corruption of the French 
**Marche!’’ and “<Marohons!“Tracus of 
the gallant race that originally. settled 
Canada ate found as far north as the 
native tribes dwell on this continent. 
»~ Paok horses, mules and burros begin 
to superrede to some extent the long 
suffering dog. It waa just about a year 
ago that a man in a northwestern state 
hit on the shrewd and lucky idea of 
taking a lot of the hardy little Rocky 
mountain burros to Daweon as pack an- 
imals, He conveyed them euccessfully 
over the pass and down the lakes and 
the river and put them at once to the 
business of carrying supplies from Daw- 
son to the mines. Ooming home in the 
autumn he told me he had cleared $100 
a day for three months—better than any 
gold mine, Such are the rewards await- 
ing those who find out what people 
want and supply it.

between Dawson and the Forks. The 
Forks is at the point where El Dorado 
empties into Bonanza. From the Forks 
gold pours steadily into Dawson. With 
a heavy laden canvas bag balanced on 
each side of them the.mules pick their 
way daily to and fro amoung the bogs 
over the fords and along the steep 
mountain sides. An old gray mare with 
bells around her neck is the lead ani- 
mal, and they follow her wherever she 
goes. Ever thus mules, quadruped or 
biped, follow their leaders. 

Mule power ie a vast improvement on 

the homan pack boree, but it costs. Mr. 
Berry of the famous Berry mines. on 
El Dorado told me he had paid during 
the past summer $10,000 freightage for 
bringing supplies and machinery from | 
Dawson. At the Berry claims is one of 
the few steam engines in the mining 
region, and every pound of the whole 
machinery had to be carried there on 
mule back. 
_ In summer owners of the poor little 
dogs make pack animals of them too. 
In some Gases tho human brotesJash 
them unmefcifally. I saw one unhappy 
emall beast carrying a whole kit of car- 
penter's tools in panniers on each side.

DIFFICULT SLEIGHING. 
Sled With Wheels to Use When Bare 
Spots Are Reached, 

In order to provide a device by means 
of which a sled can be readily mounted 
on wheels, when running over cleared 
pottione of roads, Jobn D, Wilson of 
Heron Lake, Minn., bas-devised a novel 
attachment by means of which the de- 
sired end is attained. 

The attachment consists of a U shaped 
axle mounted in a bearing on each end 
of a.runner and bent down over the 
sides of the runner, the ends of the axle 
being formed with outwardly extend- 
ing spindles on which ribbed wheels are 
journaled. 


In order to hold each axle in proper | 


position, the inventor employs cleats 
bolted to the'sides of the runners. The 
top edges of these cleats are arranged 
in alignment with the bottom -portion 
of the axle bearings. When swung into 
the inoperative position, the side por-

tions of each axle will rest upon the top 
edge of acleat. At their forward end 
the cleats are provided with ledges, by 
means of which the side portions of the 
axles, when in operative position, muy 
be held vertically. : 

When the sled is ronning over snow 
or ice and a cleared portion of the road 
is reached, the driver throws the axies 
forward so as to bring the wheels on 
the ground. The sled upon being pulled 
onward will rise upon the wheels and 
swing the axlee against the forward 
ledges of the cleats. The sled is now 
mounted upon wheels and can be readily 
moved over the cleared portion of the 
road. 

When suow or ice is again reached, 
the sled is backed, thus causing the 
wheels to move forward, and enabling 
the driver to swing into the inoperative 
position.—Scientific American. 


Fabrics From Pine Needles, 

Most men would as soon think of 
gathering figs off thistles as wool off 
pine trees, yet that is just what the 
promoters of a uew Oregon industry 
propose to do. Mri and- Mrs, D. A. 
Corde are establishing a plant at Grant’s 
Pass for the manufacture of pine nee- 
dies into a fabric very like. woolen 
cloth. There is nothing new in this in- 
dustry. It has been carried on in Eu- 
rope for years, but never before has it 
occurred to any one that in the forests 
of Oregon is better material ‘and more 
of it for the manufacture of pine wool 
than any place else in the world. Mr. 
and Mrs. Cords are enthusiasts, but are 
practical minded withal, and do not 
purpose to start in on too large a scale. 
They intend first to make~ material of 
the consistency of excelsior for mat- 
tresses. After that they will manufac- 
ture the wool which is used for under- 
clothing, bandages.and other purposes 


| where a soft and pliable fabric is re- 


quired... Only the’ inner fabric of the 
needles can be used for the latter, and 
the process is expensive, but not more 
so than that of the manufacture of 
lambs’ wool.—San Francisco Examiner. 


Compressed Peat Fuel. 
Com preseed “péat” fuel“ is“being made 
by a Canadian company. The peat is 
dried in the air and then disintegrated 


jin a breaker revolving at a high speed 


and is thus reduced to a powder. with- 
out unduly breaking up tbe fiber. The 
peat powder is drawn from the breaker 
by an exhaust fan into a Jarge hopper, 
and from this it descends into a ma- 
chine which compresses it into cylin- 
ders 2 inches in diameter and 2 inches 
long, under a pressure of 380 tons 
It is thus redueed ‘to one-sixth of the 
bulk of the raw material. The machine 
has a capacity of 14 tonsof compressed 
peat per hour. This fuel is claimed to 
be nonfriable and weather proof, owing 
to its solidity and the external glaze 
imparted by friction in the forming dies. 
The inberent moisture of thé peat is re- 


the fuel is 83 pounds per cubic foot as 
compured with 73 pounds of bituminous 
coal and 93 pounds for anthracité coal, 
The fuel is said to have been success- 
fully tested in competition with coal. 


Danger In Sterilized Milk. 

The question whether the steriliza- 
tion of milk injures it in any way or 
not bas been frequently discussed. Some 
of our most eminent acthorities claim 
that milk is even made more wholesome 
by sterilization, to say nothing about 
removing all danger from pathogenic 
germs. However, a few writers have 


insisted that the milk-is made less di- 


gestible by this process. Therefore they 
have strongly advocated the use of a 
lower temperature,— Popular Science.

As a matter of health the American 
people should eat more fruit. This has 
been written so many times that it may 
seem needless at this time, but it is Just 
&s true as ever. The native of a warm 
country who comes here is at first aston- 
ished at the nation of meat eaters he 
finds on these shores, and at the igno- 
rance displayed in the service and. treat- 
ment of fruits and vegetables, 

At least two meals: each day should 
find fruit on your table, and I desire 
briefly to discuss its service that you may 
obtain the most satisfactory results. «

eold. Grape fruit, grapes, pears, peaches, 


apples, cranges, bananas, pineapples and

Neither jof the above fruits can- be at 
their best if warm. This is especially true 
if they are served as a breakfast dish. 

The mere mention of the above fruits 
gives an idea of the easily obtainable 
variety‘and alone demonstrates that at 
no season of the yéar is there a lack of 
this desirable table addition. As space 
will not permit attention to all kinds of 
fruit, we will this week consider several 
ways of treating that cheap, but ever 
welcome fruit, the orange.~ With the 
coming of the holidays, the season of 
the orange is always well begun and 
from January to June, and even later, 
this healthful fruit is abundant in our 
markets and will add materially to the 
resources of the housekeeper. 

With most summer fruits it is always a 
question how far cooking can add any- 
thing to the excellence of the natural 


/ product, but the orange lends itself very 


gracefully to the skilled hand of the 
cook, Delicious as is the-raw orange 
as an appetizing prelude. to breakfast, 
it is even-more delicate‘and satisfying in 
some of its elaborated forms. | 

The cakes,. créams, jellies, custards, 
ete in which it-figures-are almost. num-. 
berless, and I can only point out in the 
space at my command a few of the most 
characteristic. Many other combina- 
tions will suggest themselves to any in- 
genious cook. 
' Orange Cream—Take half a box gela- 
tine and a quart of milk and cream, half 
cream if possible. Soak the gelatine for 
an hour in milk enough to cover it, then 
dissolve by bringing the remainder of the 
milk to a boil and stirring it in. Add 


‘yolks three eggs and sugarand stir a lit- 


tle longer, tren strain and set away to 
cool, Squeeze the juice of three or four 
oranges with the addition of the zest 
made by rubbing the rinds with a lump of 
cut sugar to absorb the essential oil 
which is the flavoring principle. Whip 
the cream, and when the cuStard is cooled 
stir in the orange juice, then the cream,

Stir lightly together 
and bake or boil, Serve with whipped 
cream, 

Batter Pudding—Oranges make an ex- 
cellent batter pudding also: Quarter the 
fruit and dust with sugar, fill a pudding 
dish nearly half full and pour the batter 
over, bake and sérve with a liquid sauce. 

Orange Ice—Squeeze half a dozen 
oranges after grating the rind of half of 
them. Pour a pint of boiling water on 
the grated rind and let it steep a few min- 
utes, then strain and pour this. water 
over a pint of sugar, Strain the juice 
thus obtained and mix. well, then freeze; 
when partly frozen add the whites of 
two eggs beaten to a stiff froth. 

Another way to make orange ice is to 
make a syrup of the water and sugar 
and pour hot upon the whites of eggs, 
beating very thoroughly; then add the 
orange juice and freeze. 

Orange Pudding Sauce—Put over to 
boil a pint of water; blend a tablespoon- 
ful of cornstarch, with enough cold wa- 
ter to make it smooth, and stir in when 
the water boils, taking care to keep it 
smooth and free from lumps. Cook three | 
or four minutes. Add a large cupful of | 
sugar,+a piece of butter as large as a 
walnut and the juice of two oranges with 
the rind of one in some form; it may be 
steeped in the water in the first place. 
Always remember that the rind of an 
orange contains the most important 
flavor and perfume of the fruit; the juice 
alone will not give desired results. This

Nd.) Intrussing, cut the neck close to 


the back, leaving the.skin long enough | 


to turn over the back; beat the breast 
bone flat, with the rolling pin; tle or 
skewer the legs and wings securely. Stuff 
the goose with the following mixture: 


Four large onions and a slice of pork’ 


(chopped fine), ten sage leaves, a quarter 
of a pound of bread crumbs, one and a 
half ounces of butter, salt and pepper, 
one egg. Sprinkle the top of the goose 
well with salt, peppér and-fiour, Reserve 
the giblets to boil,and chop for the gravy 
the same as for turkey. Baste the goose 
repeatedly. If itis a “green” one, roast 
it at least an ‘hour and a half; ifanolder 
one, it would be preferable to bake it 
with plenty of hot water in the baking 
pan. It should be basted very often with 
this water, and when nearly done baste 
it with butter and a little flour. Bake it 
three or four hours. Decorate the goose 
with watercress, and serve with the 
brown giblet gravy.

A Lawrence directory with a fake 
Andover Annex will always attract the 
same clients as the sign buard, and the 
church program, the score card, and 
the hundred and one other dodges of 
the clever advertising solicitor never 


fail to catch the man who always /§ 


answers the regular solicitor with ‘*it 
doesn’t pay to advertise.”’ 

Now we submit that it doesn’t pay 
to advertise in two-thirds of these 
scheming propositions. It-doesn’t pay 
because they have no elements of real 
advertising about then. “They are 
solely the product of the glib talker 
who has-no interest in them or their 
patrons, other than to fatten his own 
pocket book. 

John’ Wannamaker says that nine- 
tenths of all the advertising done in 
the world, outside of that confined to 
regular mediums, is wasted, and if. he 
doesn’t know what good and _ profitable 
advertising is, no American does. He 
means by regular mediums to include 
not only regular newspapers and maga- 
zines, but well planned and well exe: 
cuted display in any regularly cared for 
medium, and above all others this 
prince of advertisers, places the new4; 
papers. | 

While the point of this may have a 
selfish flavor we would not have our 
readers think that this is all we have in 
mind. We believe that there is no 
better way in which business men may 
improve business, in Andover or in 
any other town, than by a judicious, 
persistent, intelligent use “of “the best 
newspaper in their community. — If 
they will not use that means, then we 
hope they may see that it is most 
assuredly a complete throwing away of 
money to Gse every scheme that comes 
along at one dollar to ten dollars a 
chance.

VENERABLE PROF! PARK 


Admirable Sketch of the Aged Divine Given 
by Rev. C. C, Carpenter. 


Rev. C. C; Carpenter has written an ad. 
thirable sketch uf Prof. Edwards A. Park, 
who has just celebrated bis 90th birth. 
day, which appeared in the Co ion 
alistonJan 5. 

The fullowing are a few extracts: 

Seventy yeais ago’ last autumn, Ed- 

wards A, Park enteied Andover Seminary 
trom bis father’s house in Stoughtwn, 
graduating in 1831, in a class of furty-tive 
mup. Keturning to tlie seminary after 
tive years of truitful service as pastor of 
Dr. ctorrs’s church in Braintree and as 
professor Of philosophy in Amherst Coi- 
ege, his whole lite since has been idepu- 
tied with Andover, But its work has by 
no meaus been confined to a single town 
or Swte. His words, spoken and written, 
have gone out throughvuut the earth. As 
the turemust expounder of the ‘New 
Knglaud theology,” a8 the teacher of 
torty-tive successive classes of s.iudents 
in the videst seminary in the land, as ed- 
itor for fu. ty years ut the Bibliotheca Sacra, 
as une of the seminary preachers and a 
trequeut preacher in the leading pulpits 
of New England, saying nothivg of un- 
numbered sermuns and discourses at or- 
dinatiuns and dedicatiuns and coilege 
Commeocements, before legislatures aud 
conventions (uf which marked exampies 
were the Dudleian lecture at Cambridge 
on the Intellectual and Moual lutluence 
of Komanism, his “Convention sermon” 
in 1850 on the ‘Theology of ‘tLe Latellect 
and that of the Feelings, aud the sermon 
before the Geneial Court in 1851 on the 
Indebtedness of the State to the Clergy,) 
he has without question exe:ted a wider 
influence in molding theological opinion 
than any other mivister of his time. 

Since his retirement from the Abbot 

Professorship of Chiistian ‘Theology in 
lebl, Protessor Paik has resided quietly 
on Andover Hill and One week ago fg 
Dec 29, passed his ninetieth birthday It 
cau scarcely failto be Of interest to the 
thousands who. have come under the in- 
fluence of his voice or pen, to those who 
have listened to the ‘’Peter sermon” ur 
the "Judas sermon’? in the old-seminary 
chapel or elsewhere, aud especially to the 
rat number of his pupils, scattered 
throughout the land ana the world, to 
know something of these later ) ears, 
For while many may have cariied out the 
great lesson which it is their joy and 
glory to bave learned from him—to think 
Jor themselves—by tollowing other furms of 
theological thought than nis, as he insist- 
ed On Lbinking differently from the great 
theologiaus who oe him > or, were 
contemporary with him, -allare one in loy- 
ing. gratetul memories old 
teacher. 
- Professor-Park’s home has been since 
his coming to Andover in 1836, in the 
plain, brick house at the top of the ‘*Hil1” 
on Main Street, between the four-story 
house so long occupied by Dr. Samuel H. 
‘Taylor and the fine ola house of ‘Squire 
Farrar,’? removed a few years ago to an- 
other street to make way for Professor 
Churchill’s present residence. Here, on 
the plank walk from his door to the 
street. he has been accustomed, when 
not shut in by-disability or bad weather, 
to exercise, clad in lung surtout and vi- 
sored cap, with cane in hand, and: often 
remarking, with his fonduees for histor- 
ical associations, that over that exact 
spot (on an old road) President Washing- 
ton rode in 1789. This walk, sometimes 
extended up or down the street, he 
would continue for ut least a full hour 
every day, generally to the weariness of 
any one who walked with him. To such 
he would relate, with a happy touch of 
humor, a vacation incident in the Catskill 
Mountains,,when a Presbyterian miniscer 
at one time joined him in his daily exer- 
cise. After continuing it for a long while, 
the gentleman dropped ona log by the 
roadside, overcome witn fatigue, aud ex- 
claimed, “If the Lord will forgive me 
this time, I will never undertake to walk 
with-a-sick-professoragain !"’ ; 

For. maoy years he bas spent another 

hour of the day in driving, with constant 
change of route, over the ways and by- 
ways of Andoyer and vicinity. This rec- 
reation was suddenly suspended one 
evening last August, when returning 
from a ride he was oveitaken by a severe 
gale, and while the driver hastened to 
shelter with the team he was thrown by 
the violence of the winu beavily down 
upon, the plank walk and with difficulty 
reached the door. Although not serious- 
ly injured, the fall was a severe shock to 
him. When the weather forbids outdoor 
exercise, he usually walks in his chamber, 
putting on a dressing gown and velvet 
cap, opening the windows and going 
through all sorts of gywnastic maneuvers 
with a heavy iron cane—a thing in 
which some younger ministers might 
possibly do well to imitate the nonagen 
ariatr professor ! One characteristic of 
his daily exercise will interest his old 
yupils. As they remember, his lecture 
jour at the “middle lecture room” was 
always from eleven to twelve o'cluck, tl e 
next hour, uotil dinner, being devoted tu 
walking. ‘This time is invariably kept in 
mind to this day. Although sometimes 
it would seem more convenient to take 
his walk or ride at eleven o’clock, the 
habit of fifty yéars:would not allow such 
a change and his lecture hour is spent at 
his desk. 

Ip his library—one corner of which ap- 
pears in the accompanyivg photograph, 
recently taken by a boy friend living in 
the same house—he spends the morning, 
his reading or writiug usually bearing 
upon the life of Jonathan Edwards, ma- 
terial for which he has long been secur- 
ing and preparing, or upon his lectures, 
which he has long desired to prepare for 
publication. If his amanuensis be absent, 
be essays writing with his own hand, 


of their 


}perhaps covering sheets of Jarge paper 


with re-revised definitions of “time” or 
“space.” As his old pupils well remem- 
ber, his eyes have always been weak, 
once at least sending him to Europe for 
medical treatment. In late years the 
trouble has steadily increased, so that 
now, with exceptions just indicated, he 
depends entirely upon the eyes of others. 

In conclusion Rey. Mr. Carpenter says: 

It is not too much to say that all of 
his pupils and friends, near and far, will 
unite in the hope that the venerable pro- 
fessor, whose life reaches back almost to 
the beginning of the ninteenth century 
and has been so prominently connected 
with its religious movements, may be 
spared to witness the opening of the 
twentieth century, and that, like Beza, 
the Calvinistic theologian of three hund- 
red years ago, he may be able to review 
the promises of the great Psalm of God's 
protection, feeling that all have been ful- 
tilled to him, that with long life he is sat- 
istied, and so “‘has no. more to wait for 
but the last, ‘I will show him my salva 
tion.’ ”

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DEATH'S HARVEST. 


Many Citizens Have Passed Away Within 
the Week Just Ended. 


Within the past week many Andover 
citizens have gone to their reward. 
Death has visited several households and 
taken loved ones away. That so many 
well known and aged citizens should 


pass away at about the same time is re- 
garded as rather remarkable. 

Already the winter of 1898-99 has con- 
siderably thinned the ranks of old resi- 
dents, ; 

‘Lhe obituaries of several citizens, who 
have goue to the great beyond foliow: 


JONATHAN TOWLE. 


‘Mr, Jonathan Towle died at his home 
on Main Street last Saturday morning. 
In early days New Hampshire received 


many emigrants from Andover, and in re- 
tu:n she has received. some, ‘none of 
whom could have been more true to her 
own traditions as represevted by the fa- 
miliar motto of this newspaper, than 
Jonathan Towle. 

Mr. ‘Towle was born in Epsom, N. H., 
March 14, 1808. Leaving home before he 
was 21, he went to Bosion and entered 
on @ period of varied occupation, now in 
Boston, now on a farm outside the city, 
later in Phillips ow a and again at 
home teaching school. in the 30's he 
settled in Andover and for many years 
was a clerk fur Dea. Amos Abbot in the 
weil known store kept where Mrs. 8. K. 
Johnson lives now. He was then tall, 
thin, pale, with the restless energy and 
industry that characterized him long 
after the tall form had become bent with 
age. Later he removed to the store of 
Nathaniel Swift and later.still was in bus- 
iness for himself in Abbutt Village. He 
began a new period in 1850, and for 
twenty years thereafter he was a station 
agent of the Boston & Maine Railroad, 
for twelve years in Waketield.and in An- 
dover for the remainder of the time. 
During the years of retirement since then 
Mr. Towle showed the training of the 
life-time thatlwent before. His boyhood's 
country home wus suggested by the gar- 
den of irrepreachable neatness which he 
loved. His busy years in a store we e 
represented by his ceaseless activity. 
The long term in an official position sur- 
vived in bis feeling that he must. carry 
through whatever he had undertaken to 
do. Tenacious of will, diligent in busi- 
ness, shrewd and yet controlled in his 
sense of human weaknesses by a rule of 
justice and a kindly way of thinking 
about men, he wasatrue descendant of 
the Puritan typeof man. 

For fifteen years Mr. ‘l'owle” was; treas- 
urer and collector of the South ~ Parish. 
He hdd joined the Church in 1841. Oa 
May 4, 1842, he was married to Miss Al- 
mira Emery of Concord, N..H. Mrs, 
Towle died jn 1889. One daughter, a 
bright and brave invalid, also died befure 
her father; but there remain George E. 
and Charles C. Towle in Denver; James 
A., in Dorchester; Mis. N.S. Wright of 
Detroit, and Miss Anna Towle of town. 


MOOERS E. WHITE. 


Mooers E, White, one of Andover’s 
best known citizens, died at his home on 
Essex: Street at 4 o'clock, Wednesday 
morning. Mr. White was 56 years old 
aud had lived in Andover the greater 
part of bis life. 

He was born in Bedford, N. H., in 1842. 
He came to Andover in the early sixties 
and bad made this his home ever since. 
In 1864 Mr. White enlisted in the lst New 
Hampshire cavalry. He received his dis- 
charge in 1867, with the rank of sergeant. 
He was a mason by trade and engaged in 
active life until a tew years ago, when he 
was affiicted with dropsy. Ue fought 
the disease and several times so far re- 
gained his health as to be out once more. 
A short time ago he was taken ill with 
the grip, which developed into pneu- 
monia and despite all efforts the final 
summons came on Wednesday. 

Mr. White leaves a “wife” aiid-no other 
near relatives. He was a member of Gen. 
W. F. Bartleit Post 9), G. A. R. 

Mr. White had served as town con- 
stable, chief of the fire department and 
captain of the engine company. 

The funeral will be held to-morrow 
afternoon at his home on Essex Street, at 
20’clock. Rev. F. W. Klein of. the Bap- 
tist Church will officiate. His comrades 
in the Grand Army will have charge of 
the burial service at the grave. 


JASPER REA. 


Jasper Rea died Thursday morning at 
the home of his daughter, Mrs. Laura F.

Hon. William A. Russell. died at his 
home, 385 Beacon street, Boston, Tues- 
‘day morning of apaplexy. 
had been in poor health for some time 
past, Last winter he went south in the 
hope of recuperating. 

The death of Mr, Russell removes one 
of the foremost paper manufacturers of 
the country. The foundation of the pa- 
per manufacturing business which he 
enlarged upon until it became one of 
the most extensive of the kind in the 
‘country was laid by his father; Wil- 
liam Russell. Father and son establish- 
ed a copartnership in 1852, leasing a 
mill in this city. With this nucleus a 
business was built by William A. which 
embraced mills in Massachusetts New 
Hampshire, Vermont and Maine. The 
property of the Russell paper company 
was disposed of to the International pa- 
per company of New York about a 
year ago, and Hon, Wililam A. Russell 
was honored with the presidency of the 
latter. 

For years Mr. Russell made his home 
in this city, occupying a_ substantial 
residence om Prospect street. Of recent 
years he has spent the summers on his 
farm in North Andover. The farm is 
one of the largest’in New England. 
Winters he has resided in New York 
or Boston. 

The ability which he displayed in his 
business affairs was alike apparent in 
vhis career as a statesman-and~he-made 
one of the ablest representatives which 
the seventh Massachusetts district has 
ever sent to congress. Firm in his 
friendship his Ceath will occasion uni- 
versal regret among all who enjoyed 
his acquaintance.

At the session of the probate court in 
this city Monday-Judge Harmon had a 
most unusual case presented to him. 


Two petitions of the same date were 
presented for the adoption of a child 
named Gladys Smith, one petition be- 
ing made by Dr, Clara Rogers Rutter 
and one by Mrs. Charles BE, Pinkham, 
both of this city. 

The child was born in Boston Nov. 
12, 1896. The mother died four days af- 
terwards. Mrs. Dr. Rutter heard of the 
case and decided to adopt the child if 
the father would consent. 

She brought the baby to Lawrence 
and gave it to Mrs. Pinkham to board. 
It remained with her 19 months, Dr. 
Rutter paying for its board in the 
meantime. ‘¥ 

Mrs. Pinkham became much attached 
_to-the child and told Dr. Rutter that 
she would be glad to adopt it, if any- 
thing happened that she (Dr. Rutter) 
didn’t want it. 

On Sept. 20, Mrs. Dr. Rutter took the 
child. Mrs. Pinkham at once began to 
search for the father hoping that he 
would consent to her adopting the 
child. She found out who the father was 
and later informed the state board of 
lunacy and charity of the case, and 
then made a petition for the . child’s 
adoption. Dr. Rutter also made a simi- 
lar petition which was approved by the 
state board. The child.is now in the 
Rutter home. 

Both Mrs Pinkham and Mrs. Dr. Rut- 
ter testified this morning. Mrs. Pink- 
ham was represented by John C. San- 
born. She claimed that in the 19 months 
she had cared for the child she learned 


to love it as if her-own. She said she_| . 


could give thé little girl a good home. 
Lawyer Sanborn argued that Mrs. 
Pinkham has a pleasant home without 
children and is a domestic woman and 
consequently able to bring up the 
child better than Dr. Rutter, whose du- 
ties as a physician keot her away from 
home a great deal, he said. Mr. San- 
horn said he should not claim that Dr. 
Rutter would not be good to the child, 
but he simnly maintained that she 
could not give it the motherly care that 
Mrs. Pinkham can. 

Mrs. Dr. Rutter testified that when 
‘she first took the chil4 in. Boston she 
planned to adopt it and told Mrs. Pink- 
ham thatjthat was her plan, but stated 
that she was not prenared to take the 
child intd-her own home at that time. 
as her boy was an invalid, As soon as 
her son eet well she took the child 
as she had intended to do from the 
first. She said she alwavs planned to 
adopt, the child and had always regard- 
e4 it as hers, She loved the little girl 
she said, and would give her a good 
home; 

A representative of the &tate board.of 
lunacy an charity anneared- and -re- 
auested the dismissal of the Pinkham 
netition on the ground that Mrs. Dr. 
Rutter’s claim was paramount, since 
she had supported the child since a few 
davs after it was born. 

Judge Harmon reserved his decision. 

Both women were very earnest in 
presenting their claims for the child, 
hoth expressing deen affection for the 
little one. Mrs. Pinkham offered to pay 
Dr. Rutter. all she had spent for the 
child’s board if she would relinquish 
her claim. pe

Manna of Scripture: ' 

The true ‘‘manna”’ of the Scriptures 
ix a grayish lichen about the size of a 
ginal] pea and farinaceoue inside. . It is 
found in the Sabara and South Algeria; 
also in Persia, Arabia and Mesopotamia. 
According to some authorities, the 
spores are brought by the wind and de- 
velop with the dew, while others hold 
that it leaves a germ or seed behind it 
when it perishes. It can be preserved in 
a closed vessel, but it must be collected 
in the morning of its appearance or it 
dries in the sun and disappears in the 
sand, The lichen lies in the sand ina 
Jayer sometimes nearly an inch thick. 
It is rather sweet in taste. The Arabs 
boil it in water and use in various waya 
the gelatinous paste thus produced, or 
they dry it in the shade or wrap its 
paste in skins. Manna containa 16 parts 
of water, 14 of nitrogenous matter, 29 | ‘ 
of nob-nitrogenous matter, 5 of mineral 
matter, 82 of sugared. and amylaceous 
matter and 4 of fats, It forma a wel- 
come addition to the often starving diet | 
of the native tribes, who never fai) to 
gather it after dews and rain.

Fishers of Massachusetts. 

The American fishing industry ie 
centered along the Massachusetts coast, |, 
Gloucester being the seaport mainly de- 
pendent upon it.. The fishing fleet con- 
sists of about -400 sail, of which 800 en- 
gage in the branches of the industry 
which require bwit as an essential, The 
year’s uperations begin in January, 
when a fivet of 80 or 100 vessels goes to 
Placentia bay, in Newfoundland, and 
loads with frozen herring, for use as an 
article of food in the New England 
states and as bait in the balibut fichery 
on the George’s banks, the scene of Kip- 
ling’s novel, ‘‘Captains Courageous,” 
These herring are taken in seines by 
the Newfoundland fisher folk and ex- 
posed to the crisp, cold air of the win- 
ter days. on scaffolds or platforms of 
sticks, which allows them to become 
thoroughly frozen. They are purchased 
by the American vessels at a dollar a 
barrel usuaily, and about 100,000 bar- 
tels are annually taken to the United 
States, besides half as many more which 
go to Canada in schdoners belonging to 
that country.~-North ‘American Re- 
vigw. . 

. Birds Fly High. 

Very few people realize at what tre- 
mendous heights birds sometimes: trav- 
erse the air. Of courses, most of the 
common British songsters, the thrushes 
and warblers, do not as a rule rise 
higher than the tree tops except when 
migrating. Then they fly at an average 
height of 200 feet or 800 feet—higher 
or lower, according to the prevailing 
currents. ‘Herons and wild ducks, geese 
and swans when traveling long dis- 
tunces fly at greater heights, often’ as 
much as 2,000 feet. But it is the hawk 
and more particularly the vulture tribe 
that constantly wing the air at fur 
greater limits than these. ‘The common 
buzzard spies for carrion suspended a 
mile above the earth, and the great con- 
dor of the Andes has been watched 
through a powerful telescope floating at 
the amazing height of 27,000 feet, over 
five miles, above the sea level. 

Transfers of Heat. 

A correspondent who is assoviated 
with the observatory at Toulouse calls 
lattention to a very singular phenom- 
enon, the screntific explanation of-whicb 
he seeks. Take a barof iron in the band 
by one end and plunge the other end in 
the fire, heating it strongly, but not so 
much that tbe band cannot retain its 
hold. Then plunge the heated end in a. 
pail of cold water. Immediately the end 
held by the band becomes so hot that it 
is impossible to retain if. in the fingers. 
This” phenomenon, said--by the corre- 
spondent to be familiar to workmen in 
iron, is ascribed by them to some repel- 
lant action which they suppose the sud- 
den cold to exert upon the heat contain- 
ed in the iron, which is thus driven to 
the opposite extremity.
